mammotn. trees ot California, 
Ono of a 


grove in Tularo County, aroordinc: to meas- 
urement mado by members of the State 
Geological Survey, was shown to be 276 foot 
high, 100 feet in. circumference at base and 
seventy-six feet at a point twelve feet 
above the ground. Some of tho trees arc 
'JSO feet high and thirty-five feet in diam- 
eter. Somo of the largest that have been 
feUcd.indicato an age of from 2,000 to 2,1)00 
years. 
Tho largest inland sea is the Caspian, jy- 


ing between Europe and Asia. Its greatest 
length is 760 miles, its greatest breadth. 270 
miles, and its area 160,000 square mll-:s. 
Tho Great Salt !n.ko in TJtnh, which may be 
properly termed an inland sea, is about 
ninety tailes long and has a varyingbreacitli 
of from twenty to thirty-five miles. Its 
surface is 4,100 feet above tho sea, whereas 
tho surface of tho Caspian is eighty-four feet 
below tho level ol tho ocean. 
The largest Empire in the world is that ol 


Great Britain, comprising 8,567,053 square 
miieu—more than a sixth part of tbe land 
of the globe, and embracing under its rule 
nearly a sixth part of the population of the 
world. Ia territorial extent the United 
Statea ranks third, containing 3,581,243 
souare miles, including Alaska. In popula- 
tion it ranks fourth, with its 00,000,000 of 
people. Eussia ranks second, having 8,352,- 
040 square miles. 
Tho highest monolith is the obelisk at 


JCaruak, in Egypt- Karuak is on tho east 
bank of the Nile, near Luxor, and occupies 
part of tho site of ancient Thebes. Tho 
obelisk is ascribed to Hatasu, sister of 
Pharaoh Thothmeii HI., who reigned about 
1000 B. C. Its whole length is 120 feet, and 
It weighs 400 tons. Its height without 
pedestal is 10S feet 10 inches. The height 
of tho obelisk in Central Park, Now York 
City, without pedestal, is 88 feet 11 incher, 
its weight about 109 tons. 


Tho largest bell Is the great bell of Mos- 


cow at the foot of the Kremlin. Its cir- 
cumference at tho bottom is nearly 68 foet 
and its height a little moro than 21 feet. In 
its stoutosb part it is 23 inches thick, and 
its weight has been computed to be 443,772 
pounds. It has nevor boon hung, and was 
probably cast on tho spot where it now 
stands. A piece of the bell is broken off. 
The fracture is supposed to have been oc- 
casioaed by water having been thrown 
upon it when heated by the building erected 
over it being on fire. 


Tho greatest wall in, the world is tho 


Chinese Wall, built by tho first Emperor 
of the Tsin dynasty, about 221 B. C., as o 
protection against Tartars. It traverses 
tho northern boundary of China and is 
carried over the highest hills, through tho 
deepest valleys, across rivers and every 
other natural obstacle. Its length is 1,250 
miles. Including a parapet of five feet tha 
total height of tho wall is 20 feet; thickness 
at tho base, 25 feet, and at the top, 15 feet. 
Towers or bastions occur at intervals of 
about 100 yards.
